Schools Closed 


VANCOUVER, Aug. 12.—(CP)—| 
Possibility that schools here may 
remain closed if the poliomyelitis | 
epidemic becomes more serious 
loomed today as Dr. Stewart Mur- 
ray, medical health officer, announ- 
ced two new cases of the disease. 

Vancouver, the hardest hit city 
in the Dominion, has had 94 cases 
this year, two of them fatal, Brit- 
ish Columbia now has a total of 
126 cases and three deaths. 

Dr, Murray said if the epidemic 
showed any marked increase he 
would advise the schools to remain 
closed. He said past records show- 
ed polio was “more prevalent” in 
August and September.

without affecting Canada’s economy to any 
adverse degree 

It is not a legitimate argument to quote 
Canada’s parcel rate in comparison with that 
of other countries. The rates of other 
countries do not enter into the situation at 
all. If Canada’s rate were only half that of 
other countries and if it were preventing the 
sending of food parcels to Britain, it would 
Still be too high. 

Canada's parcel rate will 
be too high so long as it militates against the 
transportation of Canada’s plenty into the 
field of Britain's need.

Certainly avi- 
ation would not have reached the high peak 
of efficiency that made it so effective in the 
late war had these spectacular adventurers 
not operated so freely in the earlier pre-war 
days 

For a great many of the flying devices, 
many of the structural improvements and 
new techniques of operation were developed 
by stunt flyers and their backers who were 
intent, in those days, only on the smashing 
of records 

Progress in the air has definitely been 
accelerated by just such exploits as this.

Editions of 10 and 15 thousand 
copies do not go far and reprints 
are a long time in filling the gap 
With only a limited stock of paper 
the publisher must weigh his out- 
put carefully. He cannot afford 
to use too much of his quota 
one book and find himself ham- 
strung on the next. 

Prices of new books are high 
Five and six dollars are ordinary 
prices for the better type of book 

But in one way the difficulties 
of the industry have stimulated 
resoucefulness. Very fine re- 
prints of the classics are coming 
out at regular intervals They 
are well bound in good bold type 
Goldsmith's “Vicar of Wakefield” 
has been issued recently. Field- 
ing's “Jonathan Wild”, Jane Aus 
ten's “Persuasion,”* Fanny Burney's

cess people. Government service 

is swollen with incompetence that 
| has become a disguised form of re- 
lief 

“In Yugoslavia, alone of the coun- 
|tries I visited) there is no un- 
employment, no black market and 
no inflation—largely due to God- 
given circumstances. Given the ob- 
jective setting, a nation’s potential 
for progress depends* on its sub- 
jective setting—the capacity of 
governors to rally and lead the 
people constructively and the wil- 
lingness of the people to work. 

“In the west European countries 
I've visited, the picture is distinctly 
unhappy. Outside of Britain, gov- 
ernments are not governing, They 
give the impression of simply hold- 
ing power without plan or purpose.

| the basic producers, who are 80 per 
{cent of the European people, will 
turn for leadership as they have in 
| Yugoslavia and as they seem to be 
| doing in the west, to the extreme 
left.”

DURING SOLUNAR Periods the 
bass come more readily to surface 
lures, The strike is less hurried 
and the lure is taken solidly. It is 
not uncommon to see schools of 
large bass cruising about, taking 
their time, in quite shallow water 
There they are apt to strike at most 
anything that moves and looks even 
remotely edible. At the close of the 
activity period, these cruisers re 
turn to deep water and they can be 
taken only with carefully fished 
deep-running lures or live bait 


Muskellunge follow the same 
general pattern of behavior. These 
fish aren't much afraid of anything 
as they have few natural enemies 
and, as we all know, they live in 
shallow water. But they are temp- 
eramental creatures, and they move 
and feed when they happen to feel 
like it. During the rest periods they 
will ignore your very existence 
Well—a Solunar Period definitely 
does stimulate these fish to hunger 
and activity. Believe me, when you 
are fishing in musky water keep 
close track of your Solunar Periods 
so that they are not wasted 


And so it goes, straight across 
the board. Make it a point to clip 
your weekly Solunar Tables and 
carry them with you in your tackle 
box.
